FEVER OUTBREAK 


CHECKED 

A sudden 
faver broke out among Strath- 
more children last wee k-end On 
Saturday afternoon there Was no 
sign of the disease, but 48 hours 
later four tamilies were found to 
be affected. These were prompt- 
ly quarantined, and the school 
| closed. The acticn taken by Dr 
| Girvin seems to have effected the 
stopping the disease, for since 
then no further cases have dev- 
eloped. 

In the course of a converation 
with our representative yesterday 
Dr Girvin gave some interesting 
details regarding the health of 
the town. Since the beginning 
of 1910 there has been one case 
of infantile paralysis, over 50 
cases of measles (all recovered), 
5 cases of typhoid in history of 
town (all recovered), 4 cases of 
smallpox (all recovered), 1 case 
|of diptheria (recovered), 1 case 
}of smallpox (recovered) and 1 of 
chickenpox, whooping cough nil.

Tracing the history of the Fedor-| 
enko case, the points Mr. O’Brien im- 
pressed were that the offence was of 
a political character and that accord- 
ing to the treaty with Russia of 1886, 
political offenders are not liable to 
extradiction and the only offence for 
which capital punishment was applic- 
able in Russia was a_ political one, 
which meant Fedorenko would cer- 
tainly be subjected to if he was re- 
turned. Mr. O'Brien's address was 
devoid of sentiment or feeling. He 
merely piaced the facts before the as- 
sembly in a practical way. 

In seconding the motion Mr. Walker 
stated that the Fedorenko case was 
the first of its kind in western Canada, 
as it was charged that a crime which 
included murder had been committed. 
There were, however, two Russian 
political fugitives in Alberta whom 
the Russian government were very 
anxious of apprehending. Their  of- 
fence was probably more serious than 
Fedorenko’s, without consideration of 
the murder, but the Russian govern- 
ment could not get hold of them for 
they were under the protection of the 
British flag and the fugitives greatly 
appreciated that protection, Mr. 
Walker read an editorial from the Tor- 
onto Globe relative to the case, where- 
in it was stated that further investi- 
gation should be held so as to throw 
more light on the motive of Fedor- 
enko's crime. 

Mr. Telford and Mr. Puffer express- 
ed sympathy with the resolution.

Edmonton, Alta.—There is apparent.

Additional Rhodes Scholar- 
ship 

Vancouver, B.C.—There are twenty- 
four Rhodes scholars from Canada 
now attending Oxtord. Alberta and 
Saskatchewan will later be given an 
additional scholarship. 

“The representation from these pro- 


vinces is a joint one at present,” said, 


D. G. Parkin, in an interview here. 

The organizing secretary of the 
Rhodes trust and former principal of 
Upper Canada college, Toronto, arriv- 
ed here from Los Angeles, and will 
leave in a few days for Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba, visiting 
Idaho and Montana cities enroute. 

Dr. Parkin stated that there are 180 
Rhode scholars now in residence at 
Oxford, 90 being Americans from the 
states in the Union, the 180 represent- 
ing an expenditure by the trustees of 
one million dollars every three years, 
the duration of the course. 

“Several of the states,’ continued 
Dr. Parkin, “have not been able to 
furnish men up to the standard we re- 
quire. I have lately been discussing 
the American position with their lead- 
ing educationalists, and they are all 
agreed that we might attain greater 
‘results by some modification of the 
scholarships.” 

“This, however, is a matter that will 
be decided by the board of trustees, 
which includes Lord Rosebery, Lord 
Milner, Karl Grey, Dr. Jamieson, Sir 
Louis Michell and Mr B. F. Hawks- 
ley, a distinguished London solicitor.

U. S. Officials Impressed With Possi-

also the water power should be con- 
|trolled by the province and either 
allotted to industrial concerns or ad- 
ministered by the government for the 
general public. 

Speaking of the settlement of the 
vacant lands, he thought that some 
treaty should be made with the Do- 
minion government, whereby these 
lands should revert to the province. 
It was the business of the local gov- 
ernment, he thought, to protect the 
settlers now subject to expulsion as- 
sured by the Dominion government. 

“We have still another grievance,”’ 
he continued. “Alberta is now the 
dumping ground for Eastern Cana- 
dian goods. This is unfair to us be- 
cause the East by means of its high 
tariff seys we must accept no other 
but their goods. I am a strong free 


trader. 

“It may be said,” continued Mr 
Moore, “that I am a sort of an Al- 
bertan Bourassa, a sort of a revolu- 


tionist, but it is not so. I think that 
confederation should be kept on an 
equitable basis. Alberta is our 
country, and to speak figuratively 
now she only has a cotton — dress 
when I think she is entitled to a 
silk one.” 


EXPORT MEDICINE HAT GAS 


Cc. P. R. Will Use Specially Con- 
structed Cars, Made in Ger- 
many for the Purpose 
Medicine Hat.—The C. P. R. will 
ship natural gas from this point to 
Calgary for the illumination of pass- 

enger couches on the main line, 

‘lwo transport cars, built specially 
for this purpose in Germany wiil be 
used. The cars are of the flat type 
equipped with stationary frames into 
which are fited horizontal steel cylin- 
ders or flasks 15 feet long by 8 inches 
in width, which are capable of sus- 
taining a pressure of 1700 pounds to 
the square inch, of 180 atmospheres. 
Each car carried 36 flasks, and if the 


experiment proves satisfactory the 
gas will be introduced into all the 
C. P. R. cars in the west for illum- 


ating purposes, and will supercede 
the Pinsch gas system. It has been 
used with satisfactory results for the 
past year on the trains running out 
of Medicine Hat, but with the stor- 
age problem solved other divisions 
besides the locai one will be furn- 
ished with the same illuminant, 
which gives a superior light to coal 
oil or manufactured gases, and car- 
ries with it the advantage of in re- 
ality costing nothing. 


COLONIES FOR THE WEST 


Salvation Army Proposes to Devote 
a Great Deal of Attention to 
This Work in Future 

Toronto.—The establishment of col- 
onies in the Canadian West is a work 
to which the Salvation Army proposes 
to devote a great deal of attention in 
the future. Small colonies of a dozen 
,or more families each, already located 
at Tisdale, near Prince Albert, in the 


province of Saskatchéwan, and at 
Coombs on Vancouver Island, are 
making such satisfactory headway 


that the Army is convinced that much 
ean be done in this regard. Negotia- 
tions have been entered into for the 
securing of extensive tracts of land in 
different parts of Canada with a view 
to colonizing on a large scale. 

Col. D. C. Lamb, with headquarters 
in London, England, who has just 
concluded his annual tour of Western 
Canada, told of the Army's — policy 
“It is the iptention of the Army,” said 


Col, Lamb, ‘to continue directing 
emigrants from the British Isles to| 
this land. That is the surest and 


quickest way to their independence.’ 


SETTLERS WANTED 


The British Columbia Conservatives 
Urge Scheme of Colon- 
ization 
Nelson, B. C.—The fourth annual 
convention of the British Columbia 
Conservative association was conclud- 
ed at Nel-on recently. Amongst reso- 
lutions adopted was one calling upon 
the government to pursue some policy 
of colonization with the idea of filling 
British Columbia's fertile valleys with 
settlers. The convention affirmed the 
“White British Columbia policy,’’ and 
wants to see the administration take 
steps to bring in Old Country people 


for the land. New Westminster was 
selected as next year’s convention 
city. Votes of confidence in the gov- 


ernment of British Columbia and in

CANADIAN NORTHERN WESTERN 
RAILWAY WANTS CHARTER 

A Bill Authorizing the Construction of 
a Road Through Northern Alberta 
Receives a Second Reading—Mr. 
Cornwall, Member for Peace River, 
Gives a Glowing Description of 
Country That Will be Opened Up. 


EKdmenton.—That the Canadian Nor. 
thern Western railway, for whien a 
charter is asked at the present session 


of the legisiature, wi.l open up to set- 
tlement twenty million acres of land 


in northern Aiberta, all as good as the 


land between Eumonton and Red 
Deer, was the statement made by Mr. 
Cornwall in introducing the bill for 


the charter 

In addition there was, he said, three 
and a half million acres in British Co- 
lumbia, which have to northern Al- 
berta the closest connection with the 
greatest goldfields in the world, in the 
Yukon.” 

The Peace River member pointed 
out that the railway would cross Atha- 
basca at Little Smoky Simonette and 
Big Smoky rivers, where magnificent 
timber would be brought within easy 
access of the railway. 

The Act also provides for the build- 
ing of a branch line from a point on 
the C. N. R. line from Vegreville to 
Calgary between townships 38 and 39 
to Brazeau coal fielis. 

“Here is coal of the highest quality 
in America,” said Mr. Cornwall, “‘just 
awaiting a railway so it may be put 
on the market. At the present time 
the German Development company 
have orders for 5,000 tons a day, but 
have to suspend operation till they 
get guarantee of transportation.” 

Mr. Walker, who also made a trip 
through the north country to be tap- 
ped by a railway, in the Klondyke 
rush of 1898, added his testimony to 
that of Mr. Cornwall. The country, 
he said, was magnificent in soil, tim-

Calgary, Alta.—Mrs. F. X. Sammer 
has just returned from Crooked Lake, 
north of Prince Albert, and recites a 
heartrending tale of the disappearance 
of her husband and a halfbreed while 
she waited on the shores of the lake

The Sammers outfitted at Prince 
Albert and then, accompanied by a 
guide, made their way to Croked Lake, 
about 260 miles north of Prince Al- 
bert, op a hunting trip. Camp was 
pitched on the opposite side of the 
lake and leaving Mrs. Sammers in 
charge, Mr, Sammers and the guide 
left on the return journey to Prince 
Albert for the rest of the supplies. 
That was the last she saw of them. 
Her food ran out and on the eigh- 
teenth day she was found by a trap- 
|per. Together they started a search 
and the boat in which the two men 
had left camp Was found bottom up 
along the shore of the lake. She be- 
lieves both lie at the bottom of the 
lake, and in the spring will make an 
effort to recover her husband's body.

If, perchance, the Irtian is in 
mourning, the patte rn is not changed 
but the blanket contains only dark 
blue and black as colors. The man 
ner in which the Indian wraps his 
blanket about him denotes very often 
his state of mind. Grief or sorrow, for 
instance, would be marked by the 
blanket being drawn over the lower 
portion of the face, leaving exposed 
the nose and eyes only. 

There is no article of wearing ap- 
parel as much used as the blanket by 
the Indian. As a saddle while riding 
his pony, a shelter or bed while hunt 
ing or fishing, carefully hung about 
the sides and bottom of his tepee dur- 
ing the winter and an indispensable 
covering the entire year, the blanket 
is ever in use. 

Even on the hottest summer days 
an Indian would be laughed at by the 
members of bis vribe should he leave 
off wearing his blanket. His theory 
is that if “it keeps out the cold in 
the winter it will keep out the heat in 
the summer.” While he may not 
care to buy anything else expensive 
the price of a suitable blanket is nev 
er questioned, but it would be diffi 
cult indeed to deceive him as to the 
texture of any robe. 


A squaw will imitate almost any 
thing that pleases her fancy, but in 
the matter of her blanket or shawl 


she exhibits an unusual amount of in- 
dividuality. With great care and pa- 
tience she designs her blanket, and 
when she places the Jrder with the 
mill man he does not dare duplicate 
it until she has had an opportunity to 
wear it. If she makes the request 
that it shall not be duplicated her 
wishes are regarded, because it is the 
one article she possesses in which ex: 
clusiveness is much coveted and also 
because what would please one squaw 
would not appear at all attractive t& 
another. 

The lightweight blanket or shawl is 
thrown over the head of the squaw, 
and unless she is able to purchase 4 
bright-colored silk kerchief it will 
serve as her only bonnet as weil. It 
is just as common a sight now to 
see the papoose securely bound on 
the back of its mother by a portion 
of her blanket as it used to be to see 
the wee head ot the Indian babe peep- 
ing from the “tekas,” or frame cradle 
which was carried on the back of the 
mother.

I remember 
one man throwing into the lifeboat a 
heavy trunk which he wanted to save, 
but which we promptly heaved over- 
board.

| Famous Athlete Ones | Did a Thousand

The famous Robert Barclay  Al-
